| leader to ponder the meaning 


of the shameful disaster caus- 
єй by savagery in the streets 
and to consider what can be 
done to prevent such outbreaks 
in the future. 

First, however, it is essential 
to-clear the air of the emotion- 
alism that spread over the 
country in the wake of the 
death of Martin Luther King 

: Jr. Hundreds of thousands of 
words have been spoken on 
television and by opportunistic 
politicians of Dr. King’s 
"dream", But the harsh truth 
fs that the philosophy expound- 
‘ed by the messiah of “social 
fevdlution” was not truly nom- 
‘violent; The campaigns of civil 
disobedience that he led con- 
yútuted an incitement to riot. 
¿In the final days: before his 
shocking death, he was pre- 
paring a new mass march in 
defiance of a court order, 

"The nation must hope that in 
the aftermath of the orgy of 
destruction there will be a 
clearer understanding of the 
ugly fruits of civil disobedi- 
énce. For more than a decade, 
demagogs have been shouting 
ffréédam ` tow.” dy turns out 
What "freedom now" means” 
¡freédom to rob liquor stores, 
to burn credit records, to pull 
innocent people from their ao- 
tomobiles and stab them, to 
break plate glass windows, and 
to set on fire stores and dwell- 
ing places. The chant of "free- 
dom now," the call to civil 
disobedience, and the contempt 
engendered thereby. for civic 
authority has culminated in in- 
ternal wreckage of our country 
on an unprecedented scale. 

Part of the tragedy is that 
civil disobedience has been en- 
couraged by unthinking or un- 
scrupulous men in high places. 
“Revolution” has been a pet 
word among glib people in gov- 
ernment bureaucracy and in the 
academic world. 


Now the American people ' 


have seen the true face of "so- 

I revolution” in the smoke 

ing above the national cap- 
hal and other cities of this 
жем country. 

Shockingly, there has been 
very little effor to trace the 
riots to their roots — to the 
apostles of “non-violence” and 
to the advocates of civil dis- 
obedience. The United States 
cannot live with the myth of 
beneficent marches and protest 
movements. The mass action 
promoted by the advocates of 
“social revolution” is alien -to 
the United States, destructive 
of the true American dream of 
liberty within the law. 

Ridts cannot be prevented 
in the future by paying tribute 
to rioters, whether in the form 
‘of new special privilege legis- 
lation or by additional federal 
hand-outs. The time for that 
kind of appeasement is past 
The need now is for the strong- 
est defense of law and order. 
for far-reaching measures to 
return peace and civic obedi- 
‘ence to the troubled cities of 
the United States. 

If “law and order" were 
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an issue a month ago, it cer- 
tainly is the prime issue in the 
aftermath of the early April 
riots. Gradually, over the years. 
law and order have béen re- 
treating in America. More and 
more cities became dangerous 
to their own inhabitants. Over- 
night, many cities became bat 
tlegrounds аз urban terrorists 
set fires, robbed stores and 
fired at policemen and firefight- 
ers. 

Property was not adequately 
protected during the early 
April riots. Stores were looted 
while many police stood by and 
watched. This was not the fault 
‘of the police. They needed the 
support of political authorities 
for firm anti-looter measures.

Major Donald S. Aunapu, 
33-year-old U. S. Air Force 
combat fighter pilot from Belle 
Glade, Fla., has received four 
military decorations, including 
the Silver Star, for heroic and 
extraordinary aerial achieve- 
ment in Southeast Asia. 

Major Aunapu also was рге. 
sented two awards of the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross (DFC) 
and his 12th award of the Air 
Medal at Ramstein, AB, Ger- 
many, where he is now an air 
operations officer fdr the 86th 
Air Division of the U. S. Air 
Forces in Europe. 

The major is the son of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Wilbanks, 1808 W. 
Lake Road, Belle Glade, and a 
1952 graduate of Belle Glade 
High School, 

Major Aunapu earned the Sil 
ver Star — one of the highest 
U. S. decorations for gallantry 
in combat — for his courage- 
ous action during an F-105 
Thunderchief strike near Kep 
Airfield in North Vietnam.

Although the column this 
week may indicate I think pest- 
icides should be outlawed, this 
isn't the case, They are neces- 
sary in today's world. Howev- 
er, if potentially dangerous sub- 
stances are to be used, 
to know in what 
they can be dangerous. In a- 
nother column I'll discuis saf- 
ety factors. 

Pesticides are killers of in- 
sects, weeds, plants, and some- 
times . . . humans. The one 
phrase, which indirectly ac- 
counts for most deaths from 
pesticides, in my, opinion, is

like, “Shucks, Ebeticezer, this 
stuff is used around the house; 
it can't be that dangerous." Of 
course, old Eb didn't bother to 
read the other stuff, about it 
being highly toxic, keep away 
from children, etc. Unfortun- 
ately, he found out a couple 
days later it kills more than 
just bugs. 

Why are pesticides danger- 
ous? Most pesticides used to- 
day are built around that well- 
known carbon atom, with may- 
be a little chjorine, hydrogen 
or phosphorus "thrown in for 
fun.” Из the way these last 
items are arranged around the 
carbon that gives each pesti- 
cide its individual character- 
istics. 

For instance, endrin con- 
tains the same elements as 
dieldrin, all attached to each 
‘other the same way. However, 
by a slight twist in its struc. 
ture, it becomes five times as 
poisonous as dieldrin. 

There are two major groups 
of insecticides; the chlorinat- 
ed hydro-carbons and the or- 
ganic phosphates, Some ex- 
amples of the former. are 
drin, BHC, chlordane, -2,4-D, 
DDT, dieldrin, endrin and tox- 
aphene. This group, applied to 
crops, does not dissipate as 
fast as the phosphates and, 
therefore, are used for their 
residual effect in killing. 

They are Sred in fatty tis- 
sue; e.g. the adrenal and thy- 
roid glands. The fat can ac- 
cumulate a normal, small daily 
intake to' 10, 15 or more times 
the original level. They also 
are especially destructive to the 
liver and kidney. DDT, there- 
fore, can be dangerous. 

Chlordane, used on cucum- 
bers, peppers, roses, etc., has 
aM the above qualities plus a 
couple more. Из residues stay 
around even longer, and it is 
easily absorbed through the 
skin and breathed in by dusts 
er sprays. 

The second major group of 
insecticides, the organic phos- 
phates, are among the most 
deadly chemicals known. Ex- 
amples are parathion, demeton 
(Ѕумох). malathion and ron. 
nel. They are highly toxic for 


two main reasons, Мом are 


we noticed the statues above 
the different entrances.. The 
gardeners were getting to plant 
the spring flowers.

Nearby at Oeiros, we visited 
the Gulbenkiou Museum, 


absorbed readily through the 
skin and lungs, and they have 
the ability to destroy enzymes, 
which keep the body on an 
even keel. Their target is the 
nervous system. 

For example, parathion at- 
tacks the nervous system as 
follows: Impulses are normally 
transmitted from nerve to 
nerve, in the body, with the 
help of a substance, acetylcho- 
line, which disappears after 
the impulse passes. If it hangs 
around and builds up, it means 
trouble. The substance which 
"kills" it, cholinesterase, is an 
enzyme. Parathion inhibits; or 
breaks down, this enzyme. 
Thus, the result of an over- 
dose is a continual buildup of 
acetylcholine, which allows 
nerve impulses to travel repeat- 
edly from nerve to nerve. The 
end effects are tremors, mus- 
cle spasms, convulsions; and 
maybe, death, 

The organic phosphates 
break down faster than the 
first group, so their residues 
don't last as long. However, 
they are noted for their quick 
kill properties. f 

Combined toxicity is some- 
thing to remember, by both 
the grower and the home gard- 
ener. Pesticides within the 
same group, eg. toxaphene, 
DDT and aldrin or parathion 
and malathion, are especially 
prone to exhibit combined tox- 
icity problems; Le., when ap- 
plied together, the total tox- 
icity may be many times great- 
er than that predicted from 
simply adding them together. 
DDT, besides its own toxicity, 
may reinforce the destructive 
effect of toxaphene, and para- 
thion may break down an en- 
zyme, which is used by the 
body to break down malathi- 
on. 

To sum up, pesticides used 
in good faith and with common 
sense are indispensable to the 
grower as well as the home 
gardener; used  indiscrimin- 
ately and naively, well. .

based not only on ability, but 
need. 

Above all, though, remember 
that if the family and the stu- 
dent start planning early, any 
good student can earn a de- 
gree.

In writing the Lord of the 
Flies, William Golding is try- 
ing to prove thi the shape of 
a society depends upon the 
ethics of the individual and not 
оп any political system. 

The Lord of the Flies tells 
of a group of boys who are 
stranded оп an uninhabited is- 
land. Ralph, a sensible boy of 
twelve, becomes the leader with 
the help of Piggy, the intellec- 
tual. The book tells of the 
sirugles they have keeping the 
signal fire going, providing food 
and shelter, and keeping order 
and civilization in affect. 

This is very difficult because 
Jack, who has a spark of wild- 
ness, proceeds to become lead- 
ег by the use of violence. The 
true character of the individual 
shows through. There is the 
interaction between their once 
civilized society and their pres- 
ent savage environment. In this. 
struggle some ol the boys are 
murdered because of their un- 
willingness to conform. 

The strugle between Ralph 
and Jack represents the strug- 
gle in modern society for pow- 
er and control.
